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The  Minimal  Family 

Jan  E.  Dizard  and  Howard  Gadlin 

Almost  daily  we  hear  reports  that  the 
American  family  is  collapsing.  Wide- 
spread public  concern  has  moved  sev- 
eral administrations  to  set  up 
commissions  to  study  ways  of  bolster- 
ing the  family,  and  a  number  of  pol- 
iticians have  built  whole  campaigns 
around  this  issue.  Responses  to  the 
apparent  crisis  have  alternated  be- 
tween the  extremes  of  nostalgic  evo- 
cations of  traditional  ideals  on  the 
one  hand  and  glib  celebrations  of 
selfhood  on  the  other. 

In  this  book,  Jan  E.  Dizard  and 
Howard  Gadlin  offer  a  new  vision  for 
the  American  family.  They  argue  that 
we  can  no  longer  find  refuge  in  an 
idealization  of  the  nuclear  family;  we 
must  recognize  that  our  private  wel- 
fare is  inextricably  tied  to  policies 
and  actions  within  the  society  as  a 
whole. 

Dizard  and  Gadlin  begin  by  tracing 
the  history  of  the  American  family 
over  two  centuries,  showing  how 
families  have  grown  steadily  smaller, 
less  intricately  involved  with  kin,  and 
more  vulnerable  to  disruption.  These 
trends  have  produced  a  dramatic 
change  in  the  contexts  within  which 
we  decide  whether  to  marry,  to  have 
children,  or  to  end  a  relationship.  By 
examining  a  range  of  family  forms, 
from  female-headed  inner-city  house- 
holds to  upwardly  mobile  dual-career 
couples,  the  authors  demonstrate 
how  our  intimate  lives  have  come  in- 
creasingly to  be  organized  around 
themes  of  individuality  and  auton- 
omy. Although  these  changes  have 
often  been  resented  and  resisted,  lead- 


ing to  polarized  attitudes  and  consid- 
erable confusion,  efforts  to  preserve 
traditional  family  forms  are  both  in- 
appropriate and  futile.  Instead,  the 
authors  argue,  family  life  in  all  its  va- 
rieties can  retain  its  vitality  only  to 
the  extent  that  the  institutions  that 
shape  our  private  lives  are  made  more 
responsive  and  accountable  to  our 
real  needs.  Calling  this  responsiveness 
and  accountability  "public  familism," 
the  authors  reason  that  we  are  bear- 
ing the  time  when  this  approach  will 
become  an  explicit  and  pivotal  part 
of  a  renewal  of  progressive  politics 
and  the  ideal  of  positive  government. 

"Drawing  on  the  work  of  social 
historians,  political  economists,  so- 
ciologists, and  psychologists,  the  au- 
thors go  well  beyond  the  usual 
arguments  that  show  how  the  needs 
of  the  newly  industrializing  society 
eroded  the  traditional  bonds  of  kin- 
ship.

On  the  eve  of  the  five-hundredth 
anniversary  of  Columbus's  first  voy- 
age to  America,  this  novel  re-creates 
the  story  of  Spain's  conquest  of  the 
Caribbean,  stripped  of  its  heroic 
myths.  The  book  begins  in  1598  at 
the  deathbed  of  King  Philip  II  of 
Spain,  whose  fevered  thoughts,  remi- 
niscences, and  reveries  form  one  of 
four  parallel,  interwoven  narratives. 
His  religious  fervor  unmitigated  by 
the  disappointments  of  his  reign,  Phi- 
lip reflects  on  his  lifelong  efforts  to 
protect  the  Spanish  empire  from 
heresy  and  capitalism,  including  his 
ill-fated  dispatch  of  the  Armada 
against  England.  A  second  narrative 
explores  the  origins  of  the  clandestine 
African  slave  trade  in  the  collabora- 
tion between  English  seafaring  mer- 
chant John  Hawkins  and  entrepre- 
neur Pedro  de  Ponte  of  the  Canary 
Islands.  A  third  tale,  told  in  the  first 
person,  describes  the  founding  of 
Saint  Augustine  and  the  extermina- 
tion of  the  French  Huguenot  colony 
in  Florida,  while  the  last  tells  the 
story  of  a  common  soldier  who  ac- 
companied Columbus  on  his  second 
expedition  to  the  New  World. 

The  title  of  the  book  comes  from 
cartographer  Guillaume  le  Testu,  who 
mistook  the  word  Antilles  for  len- 
tilles,  thus  giving  the  Caribbean  a 
name  that  connotes  the  ignorance  as 
well  as  the  fancy  of  Europe's  grand 
colonizing  venture.

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North  Pole  Legacy 
Black,  White,  and  Eskimo 
S.  Allen  Counter 

This  book  tells  the  story  of  two  men 
whose  existence  had  been  rumored 
but  never  verified  until  the  author 
traveled  to  northern  Greenland  in 
1986.  S.  Allen  Counter  has  long  been 
an  admirer  of  Matthew  Henson,  the 
black  American  explorer  who  accom- 
panied Robert  E.  Peary  to  the  North 
Pole.  While  doing  research  in  Sweden, 
Counter  became  intrigued  by  talk  of 
"dark-skinned"  Eskimos  living  in 
Greenland.  Several  years  later  he  set 
out  to  investigate,  eventually  making 
his  way  more  than  a  thousand  miles 
north  of  the  Arctic  Circle.  There,  in 
two  tiny  settlements,  he  found 
Anaukaq  Henson  and  Kali  Peary,  the 
Amer-Eskimo  sons  of  the  two  Ameri- 
can explorers.  Born  only  days  apart 
in  1906,  three  years  before  their  fa- 
thers finally  reached  the  North  Pole, 
Anaukaq  and  Kali  had  always  been 
known  in  the  Eskimo  community  as 
the  progeny  of  "Mahri-Pahluk" 
("Matthew  the  Kind  One")  and  Com- 
mander "Peeuree."  Yet  they  had  never 
been  in  contact  with  any  of  their 
American  relatives. 

When  it  became  clear  that  the  two 
octogenarians  longed  to  see  the  land 
of  their  fathers,  Counter  spent  the 
next  year  arranging  for  Anaukaq, 
Kali,  and  their  families  to  visit  the 
United  States.  His  book  describes 
their  triumph  over  obstacles  they  had 


not  foreseen,  their  encounter  with  a 
world  they  had  only  imagined,  and 
their  reunion  with  relatives  they  had 
never  known.  At  the  same  time,  the 
author  weaves  into  this  compelling 
narrative  the  history  of  Henson  and 
Peary's  unique  collaboration  as  ex- 
plorers and  addresses  the  long- 
standing controversy  over  their  claim 
to  have  been  the  first  people  to  reach 
the  North  Pole.

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Lvov  Ghetto  Diary

"On  the  way  to  the  camp  I  remained 
in  a  state  of  shock  and  paralysis.  The 
harsh  sound  of  the  gate  slamming 
shut  behind  me  jolted  me  back  to  my 
senses.  I  was  a  prisoner  in  the  Jan- 
owski  camp.  Two  different  sayings 
entered  my  mind.  One  was  from  the 
Bible:  'Take  off  your  shoes  from  your 
feet,  for  the  place  whereon  you  stand 
is  holy  ground.'  The  other  was  the 
one  Dante  had  inscribed  over  the 
gates  of  his  hell:  'Abandon  all  hope, 
ye  that  enter  this  place.'  " 

Originally  published  in  Hebrew, 
this  powerful  memoir  bears  witness 
to  the  systematic  destruction  of  some 
135,000  Jews  in  the  Ukrainian  city  of 
Lvov  during  the  Holocaust.  The  au- 
thor, a  rabbi,  escaped  death  because 
he  was  hidden  by  the  Ukrainian  arch- 
bishop of  the  Uniate  Catholic 
Church.  His  wife  and  young  daughter 
were  also  given  refuge,  separately  in 
Catholic  convents.  The  memoir 
covers  the  period  from  July  1,  1941, 
when  the  Germans  occupied  Lvov,  to 
July  27,  1944,  when  the  city  was  lib- 
erated. In  the  first  part  of  the  book, 
the  author  is  living  in  the  Jewish 
ghetto  under  increasingly  dire  circum- 
stances; in  the  second  part,  he  is  im- 
prisoned in  a  forced  labor  camp;  and 
in  the  third  part,  following  his  escape, 
he  is  in  hiding  under  the  protection  of 
Metropolitan  Sheptytskyi. 

Kahane  tells  his  story  with  great 
sensitivity  and  raises  many  important 
moral  questions.  He  documents  not 
only  the  unforgivable  behavior  of  the 
Nazis  and  of  many  Ukrainians,  but 
also  the  humane  efforts  of  some 


Ukrainians,  particularly  those  in  the 
Church,  to  shelter  Jews  from  harm.

A  Frenzied  Look 

Robert  John  Ackermann 

This  book  challenges  the  common 
view  that  Nietzsche  passed  through 
several  discrete  periods  of  thought, 
each  based  on  a  different  set  of 
values,  and  that  his  work  can  best  be 
understood  as  a  collection  of  isolated 
insights.  Through  close  textual  anal- 
ysis, Robert  John  Ackermann  at- 
tempts to  expose  the  underlying  unity 
and  consistency  in  Nietzsche's 
thought  that  has  long  been  over- 
looked. 

According  to  Ackermann,  Nietz- 
sche's philosophy  is  grounded  in  a 
single  vision,  an  image  of  ancient 
Greece  in  which  Hellenic  nobles  cre- 
ated a  space  for  life  by  constructing 
aesthetic  buttresses  against  the  ter- 
rifying power  of  Dionysian  flux. 
While  he  recognized  that  the  same 
constructions  would  not  work  in  his 
own  culturally  exhausted  society, 
Nietzsche  believed  that  the  strategy  of 
the  Greeks  could  be  recovered 
through  the  exercise  of  will  to  power 
and  an  awareness  of  Eternal  Return. 
Nietzsche's  Vbermenschen  are  thus  to 
be  understood  as  philosophically  pu- 
rified Greek  nobles,  struggling  against 
Dionysian  terror  in  the  modern 
world. 

Yet  in  the  end,  Ackermann  con- 
tends, even  the  Ubermenscken  seem 
doomed  to  failure.  For  by  Nietzsche's 
own  severe  logic,  the  power  of  the 
Dionysian  in  the  modern  world  is  so 
great  that  nothing  can  successfully  re- 
sist it.  Ackermann  examines  this 
problem  and  discusses  the  aporias 
into  which  Nietzsche's  monistic  phi- 
losophy must  ultimately  fall.

Male  Writers  and  Gender(ed) 
Criticism

Until  recently,  "masculinity"  and  its 
impact  on  literary  production  and  re- 
ception have  received  scant  attention 
in  the  field  of  literary  criticism.  Al- 
though critics  certainly  have  been  in- 
terested in  examining  gender,  they 
have  tended  to  be  far  more  concerned 
with  the  "feminine"  side  of  the  equa- 
tion than  with  the  "masculine."  This 
book  is  an  attempt  to  redress  that  im- 
balance. 

Positing  that  patriarchy  victimizes 
men  as  well  as  women,  the  fifteen 
original  essays  in  Out  of  Bounds  ex- 
plore how  certain  male  writers  from 
the  American  and  British  canon  have 
responded  to  the  confines  of  the  mas- 
culine code.  The  contributors  apply  a 
wide  range  of  critical  approaches  and 
probe  the  gendered  perspective  in  a 
variety  of  telling  ways.  These  include 
examining  a  male  writer's  relation  to 
his  own  masculinity;  looking  at  his 
adoption  of  "feminine"  values  and  at- 
tributes; discussing  his  subversion  of 
gender  stereotypes  and  oppositions; 
and  exploring  his  conception  of  the 
binary  terms  masculine/feminine.  The 
essays  analyze  characters,  authorial 
inscriptions,  narrative  and  poetic 
form,  and  the  relation  of  gender  and 
genre. 

Organized  chronologically,  Out  of 
Bounds  establishes  the  basis  for  an  al- 
ternative literary  history  and  will  be 
essential  reading  for  those  who  are 
interested  in  widening  the  scope  of 
gender  studies.

Gerald  Stanley  Lee  and  the 
Crowd  Metaphor  in 
Industrializing  America 
Gregory  W.  Bush 


Although  advertising  was  becoming 
increasingly  visible  in  nineteenth- 
century  America,  it  was  not  until  the 
1920s  that  it  became  a  central  feature 
of  an  expanding  consumer  culture. 
Vast  social  and  technological  changes, 
a  world  war,  and  several  presidents 
adept  at  manipulating  public  opinion 
all  helped  endow  advertising  with 
new  spiritual  and  patriotic  properties. 
Lord  of  Attention  examines  this  cul- 
tural transformation  through  the  ca- 
reer of  Gerald  Stanley  Lee,  a  writer 
with  an  obsessive  interest  in  crowd 
psychology.  Lee  was  an  exuberant  ad- 
vocate of  advertising  and  a  self- 
proclaimed  prophet  of  the  machine 
age.  His  story  is  symptomatic  of  an 
important  strain  of  social  thought  be- 
hind the  rise  of  mass  marketing  and 
public  relations  in  the  early  twentieth 
century. 

A  Congregational  minister,  Lee  had 
become  fascinated  with  the  idea  of 
channeling  the  behavior  of  crowds.  In 
due  course  he  left  the  pulpit  and  be- 
gan preaching  instead  to  a  national 
audience  about  "the  crowd  principle" 
and  what  he  called  "inspired  mil- 
lionaires" and  "attention  engineers." 
His  book  Crowds:  A  Moving  Picture 
became  a  best-seller  and  his  ideas 
were  reflected  in  the  thought  of  a 
number  of  business  evangelists  and 
entrepreneurs,  including  Andrew 
Carnegie,  Joseph  Fels,  Kdward  Filene, 
Ivy  Lee,  and  John  1).  Rockefeller. 

In  Gregory  W.  Bush's  view,  Lee  is  a 
transitional  figure,  an  extreme  exam- 
ple of  America's  shift  from  an  individ- 
ualistic, moralistic  society  of  small 


entrepreneurs  to  an  interdependent, 
impersonal  corporate  state.  Bush  ex- 
plores the  use  of  the  crowd  as  a  cul- 
tural metaphor — one  that  sometimes 
connoted  a  fear  of  labor  mobs  and 
foreign-born  hordes  in  American 
cities  and  at  other  times  represented  a 
more  benign  audience  or  market.

In  183 1,  three  years  before  England 
abolished  slavery  in  the  British  Carib- 
bean, the  narrative  of  Mary  Prince 
was  published  in  London.  It  was  the 
first  account  written  by  a  Caribbean 
slave  to  be  published.  Although  nar- 
ratives and  stories  of  Caribbean 
women  have  appeared  sporadically  in 
subsequent  years,  it  is  only  since  1970 
that  a  great  wave  of  women's  writing 
has  inundated  the  field,  thereby 
changing  the  horizons  of  Caribbean 
literature. 

In  April  1988,  at  the  first  con- 
ference of  its  kind,  some  fifty  Carib- 
bean women  writers  and  critics 
gathered  at  Wellesley  College  to  dis- 
cuss their  common  enterprise.  The  es- 
says in  this  volume,  based  on 
presentations  at  that  conference,  rep- 
resent the  first  systematic  attempt  by 
these  writers  to  talk  about  the  strug- 
gles and  triumphs  they  have  experi- 
enced in  practicing  their  craft.  The 
pieces  tell  us  what  has  impelled  the 
women  to  write,  what  has  given  them 
the  courage  to  call  themselves  writers, 
and  what  they  have  chosen  to  write 
about  and  why.

When  one  looks  out  on  the  quiet  wa- 
ters and  forested  hills  of  Quabbin 
Reservoir  in  west  central  Mas- 
sachusetts, it  is  hard  to  imagine  that 
the  aFea  was  once  dotted  with  build- 
ings and  farmlands  or  that  it  echoed 
with  the  activity  of  several  villages 
and  towns.  Today,  the  daytime  silence 
may  be  broken  only  by  the  cry  of  a 
hawk  overhead  or  the  slap  of  a 
plunging  fish,  and  the  evening  calm, 
by  the  lonesome  howl  of  a  coyote. 
But  in  the  nineteenth  century,  things 
were  quite  different. 

In  1895,  engineers  for  the  Metro- 
politan Water  Board  began  to  search 
the  state  of  Massachusetts  for  a  site 
on  which  to  construct  a  reservoir  to 
supply  water  for  the  growing  city  of 
Boston.  Sixty-five  miles  west  of  the 
city,  in  a  region  of  high  hills  and  run- 
ning streams  known  as  the  Swift 
River  Valley,  they  found  what  they 
were  looking  for.  When  Quabbin 
Reservoir  was  finally  completed  and 
filled  in  1946,  the  engineers  had  cre- 
ated the  third  largest  body  of  fresh 
water  in  New  England  and  had  ac- 
complished one  of  the  larger  public 
works  projects  of  its  time.  They  had 
also  uprooted  and  displaced  the  val- 
ley's inhabitants,  leveled  and  flooded 
four  towns  and  six  villages — and 
formed  a  magnificent  wilderness  on 
some  85,000  acres. 


The  valley  that  was  once  known 
for  its  picturesque  villages  and  mill 
ponds  is  now,  over  forty  years  later, 
home  to  a  wide  array  of  wildlife. 
Coyote,  bobcat,  and  deer  flourish, 
and  Quabbin's  eagle  restoration  proj- 
ect, begun  in  1982,  produced  the  first 
nesting  pair  of  bald  eagles  in  Mas- 
sachusetts in  almost  a  century.  Today, 
the  bald  eagle  population  at  Quabbin 
is  estimated  at  forty-one  birds. 

But  this  accidental  wilderness  is 
being  increasingly  threatened.  As 
early  as  the  1950s,  the  sounds  of 
power  boats  occasionally  intruded  on 
the  peaceful  silence  of  the  waters.  In 
more  recent  years,  acid  rain,  ozone 
and  other  pollutants,  the  ravages  of  a 
herd  of  hungry  deer,  and  demands  for 
increased  recreational  use  are  all 
jeopardizing  Quabbin's  waters  and 
forests. 


This  book  tells  the  story  of  Quab- 
bin, tracing  Quabbin's  history,  de- 
scribing its  natural  resources,  and 
discussing  the  environmental  chal- 
lenges it  currently  faces.  The  original 
edition,  issued  by  the  Massachusetts 
Audubon  Society  in  198 1,  has  now 
been  expanded  and  updated.
